He is wanted in connection with 
the murder of Philip Carey, NMU 
organizer, who was slain on a New 
Orleans street Sept. 17. 

The stool-pigeon was released by 
Judge Wheat ‘in District of Colum- 
bia Federal Court Tuesday. Judge 
Wheat found the extradition papers 
on which McQuisition was to have 
been returned to face the murder 
charge to be defective. 


TELEGRAPHS GOVERNOR

Nurses Union 
Sues to Speed 
N. Y. Licensing

Calif. Young Democrats 
Demand Peace, Hit Dies 


Two-Day Convention Heals Breach in Ranks; 
Delegates Urge Full Civil Liberties; Score 
Anti-Alien Attacks

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 6 (ICN) -A two-day state con- 
vention of the California Young Democrats practically healed 
the split in its ranks as new officers were elected and reso- 
lutions adopted bitterly condemning the Dies Committee 
and voicing a strong plea for the protection of civil liberties 


and peace. 
Called under the aegis of the na- 


tional convention to unite two 
groups, Young Democrats of Amer- 
ica and California Young Democrats, 
Inc., the conference concluded par- 
tially healed the breach in a unity 
move towgrd the 1940 elections. 
Rep. Martin Dies was scored in 
a resolution demanding discontinu- 
ance of his witch-hunting commit- 
tee and expressing opposition to any 
effort to vote it further funds. 
Another resolution demanded ab- 
solute, American neutrality in the 
present European war and effective 


enforcement of neutrality laws. 
The resolution on civil liberties 
demanded American efforts to keep 
peace and to allow all groups, re- 
gardiess if they are in the majority 
or in minority, to continue to exer- 
cise the rights of free speech, press 
and assembly, jest denial of any one 
group become contagious and spread 
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until constitutional privileges are 
lost. 

Allen Moore, president of the lib- 
eral group, declared the elected offi- 
cials of the welded group will apply 
for a national charter and predicted 
it would be granted by the Young 
Democrats’ national committee in 
February. 

Other resolutions passed de- 
manded public ownership of all pub- 
lic utilities, including radio and rail- 
roads; called for a nationai social 
security program, vigorous support 
of Governor Olson's pension pro- 
gram, for a production-for-use pro- 
gram based on the Richards Plan, 
for a special program for the migra- 
tory problem, for a state housing 
authority; opposed return of relief 
administration to the counties, op- 
posed all future anti-alien bills un- 
justly curbing civil rights, and 
urged that full publicity be given 
the LaFollette Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee hearings starting in Call- 


an agreement which provides a 
limitation on employment of con- 
tractors and enables a better en- 
forcement of union standards.

aimed for. 

Even this was considered too 
much by a tory congress, and they 
have received less than $4,500,000 
to last until next June. 

The regular appropriation re- 
ceived by the Division for the cur- 
rent fiscal year was only $3,184,000. 
At the last session the Divisoin re- 
quested a $4,600,000 to make at least 
75 per cent enforcement possible. 

The President and the Budget 
Bureau cut the request down to 
$2,000,000, and Congress pared it 
still further to $1,200,000. 

Most observers blame Elmer An- 
drews, former Wage-Hour Admin- 
istrator, for not doing more effec- 
tive job of enforcement and for not 
fighting harder for more funds. 

Col. Philip Fleming, who has suc- 
ceeded Andrews but has not yet 
been given the formal title of Ad- 
ministrator, is not however ex- 
pected to follow a more vigorous en- 
forcement policy. 

On the contrary, both A. F. of L. 
and CIO heads are suspicious of 
Fieming and are afraid that he will 
be anti-union. In addition, Nem- 
ing faces an even more aggravated 
form the problem of inadequate 
funds. 

For any kind of effective enforce- 
ment the Division will need first, 
a deficiency appropriation of at 
least $2,000,000 as soon as Congress 
convenes to take care of the rest 
of the current fiscal year until July 
1, and second, a $10,500,000 appro- 
priation for the coming fiscal year.

Despite all efforts to convince the 
thousands of unemployed that jobs 
will be granted on a competitive 
basis, they still come—by subway, 
on foot and in cars. Hundreds of 


them are dressed in tatters and 
rags; others wrapped in heavy 
blankets. 


They have been told that the last 
man who files his application as late 
as Christmas Eve will have as good 
a chance as the first man. But still 
they do not take heed. Five thou- 
sand waited in line on Monday, 
5,000 Tuesday, the same being re- 
peated yesterday. Already 20,000 
applications have been handed out 
and more than 4,500 filed. 

What will happen to the 18,000 
who definitely will not get jobs, none 
of the city fathers have ventured 
to suggest.

A Wall Street Bandit 
Before the ‘Bar of Justice’ 


© The solicitude with which Wall Street 
plunderers of the people are handled before 
the bar of Justice, is indeed touching. 


Take the case of one Stephen Paine, for- 
mer employer of Rep. J. Parnell (Feeney) 
Thomas of the Dies Committee. Paine has 
just been found guilty of looting an invest- 
ment trust and bringing about a million and 
a quarter dollar loss to the small investors. 
When Paine was first indicted, United States 
Attorney Cahill asked for a mere $5,000 bail 
—compared with the $7,500 that he de- 
manded in the case of Earl Browder. But 
the climax came when the jury brought in a 
verdict of guilty. It just about broke the 
heart of the judge to have to send Paine 
away to prison. 

For a crime involving a million and a 
quarter dollars, Paine was.sentenced to ex- 
actly one year and a day. And the only rea- 
son the sentence was this big, if we are to 
believe the New York Times, was that a 
lighter sentence would have sent Paine to 
the “small and crowded house of detention.” 


Of course, this would have been terrible 
and would clearly have been no way to treat 
a blue blood of Wall Street. So, according to 
the Times, which writes of Paine with rever- 
ence, he “will be sent to a more spacious 
prison, probably the modern one at Lewis- 
burg, Pa. Inmates there have better oppor- 
tunity for exercise and activity than those 
in the local jail.” 


A starving, desperate man who steals a 
loaf of bread is often treated in the courts 
like a murderer. But the Paines, Whitney’s 
and similar bandits, are treated as if they 
were noble characters who stepped out of a 
Shakespearean tragedy. 


Who Is Crazy Now? 


» A crowd of 5,000 “psychopaths” tried 
to get jobs yesterday at the city’s Sanitation 
Bureau. The word comes from the New 
York Post, which declares: “It must be the 
psychopathy of unemployment.” The men 
want work and refuse to take “No” for an 
answer.

The Anti-Union Drive 
Picks Up Speed 


» The anti-union drive of the Depart- 
ment of Justice is taking on steam. 


Just as the first indictments are handed 
down—against two A. F. of L. building 
trades unions in Detroit—certain elements 
among the employers in the men’s clothing 
industry, become enraptured by a vision of 
similar prosecutions against the CIO Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers. 


According to the Daily News Record, a 
trade publication, these employers are specu- 
lating on the possibility of having the Amal- 
gamated prosecuted in order to break down 
certain safeguards that have been won 
against speed-up and run-away shops. 

The fact is, open-shoppers and sweat- 
shop employers in all industries are beside 
themselves with joy at the action of Attor- 
ney General Murphy and will soon be driv- 
ing for presecutions in every field. 

The anti-union campaign of the Depart- 
ment of Justice leaves no shred of doubt as 
to the real meaning of the present attack by 
the same department against the Communist 
leaders. Murphy does his best to hide the 
link between the two drives. But both are 
planned by the same Mr. Murphy, although 
they are carried out by various assistants. 
And both have the same purpose: to place a 
keg of dynamite under civil liberties and the 
rights of labor just as was done in the last 
war. The infamous Palmer Raid Days of 
1917-20 are here again.

Wall St. Anti-Soviet Cannonade 
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When 1 Wants 


lt was expected that when the Soviet 
Union took steps to wipe out the hot-bed of 
imperialist war and anti-Soviet provocations 
in Finland that the imperialist jackals would 
howl. And so they have on schedule. 

Accompanying their howls have been nu- 
merous provocative acts, the latest of which 
is the convoking of the League of Nations 
Council to settle the alleged “state of war” 
between Finland and the Soviet Union. They 
even had the audacity to insult the great So- 
cialist country by inviting her to discuss 
such a preposterous question. 


But Premier and Foreign Commissar 


Molotov. contemptuously nailed this provo- 
cation in his reply to the League, saying: 
“The Soviet Union is not in a state of 
war with Finland and does not threaten the 
Finnish people with war. Therefore refer- 
ence to Article 11, Paragraph 1, of the 
League of Nations Covenant is incorrect. 
The Soviet Union is in peaceful relations 
with the Democratic Finnish Republic, with 
whose government it concluded on Dec. 2, 


a treaty of mutual aid and friendship.” 


To Use the League of Nations 


Molotov stated further in refusing to 
take part in the meetings that “the report 
of League of Nations General Secretary 
. . . reproducing the text of the insulting 
and slanderous letter of M. Holsti (Manner- 
heim-Ryti representative.— Ed.), is clearly 
incompatible with the requirements of prop- 
er respect for the Soviet Union.” 

This state, is, of course, too painfully and 
simply true for the intriguing war-mongers 
to accept. 

So with the British imperialist Chamber- 
lain in the dominant role, the League is to 
be suddenly brought to life. And not for the 
purpose of eliminating the anti-Soviet war 
danger symbolized by the Mannerheim-Ryti 
hangmen, but to strengthen this war danger 
and to overturn the new People’s Democratic 
government—the only government which 
has a right to represent the Finnish people. 

When the fascist aggressors invaded 
Ethiopia, Spain, Czechoslovakia, Chamberlain 
and Daladier chloroformed the League. But 
now that the Soviet Union acts to save her 
own security and in behalf of world Peace, 
Chamberlain finds use for it.

Question—Shouldn't the workers accept the lesser 
evil in the present war by supporting the Allies? Is it 
not better that democratic England and France should 
win the war than fascist Germany? 

Answer—The war between the Allies and Germany 
is a struggle between rival imperialist powers for the 
mastery of the world; hence the workers have no in- 
terest in supporting either group in the contest. 
Should one or the other cf these two sides win the war 
it will try to cut the other to bits at the peace table, 
‘no less than it did on the battlefield. There is no 
reason to suppose that the Allies in victory would be 
more just or democratic than Germany would. In 1918, 
the Germans ftrced the infamous Brest-Litovsk treaty 
upon the Russians, and the Allies at the conclusion of 
the last great war were equally criminal with their 
Versailles Treaty which enslaved the German people, 
despoiled Soviet Russia and sowed seeds of the present 
conflict. We may be sure that when the present war 
ends, if the “democratic” British and French imperial- 
ists get the chance to write the peace treaty, they will 
be even more ruthless than they were in 1918. The 
Chamberlains and Daladiers, who are now rapidly 
fascizing England and France, represent the great 
capitalist interests of their countries, as Hitler does 
in Germany. In all events, they would seek to main- 
tain decaying capitalism, with its increasing mass mis- 
ery, crises and recurrent wars. They would set up such 
an international system of oppression as the world has 
not yet seen. 

The interest of the workers and other toilers, there- 
fore, is not to line up with one side or the other in 
the war on the ground that this side represents the 
“lesser evil.” On the contrary, their task is to organize 
their own forces and defend their own cause. The only 
possible just peace will be one dictated by the toiling 
masses of the world, one which will take the war- 
making power out of the power of the capitalists. In 
the last war the masses in cne-sixth of the earth, Czar- 
ist Russia, did not accept the alternative of the lesser 
eveil, but, taking .their fate in their own hands, set 
up the Soviet Government. 

In order to prepare to work out a lasting peace the 
workers must now protect their living standards and 
civil rights; build the trade unions and other mass or- 
ganizations; organize a broad pécpie’s front of workers, 
farmers and professionals with which to win control 
of and democratize the government; join forces with 
the democratic masses of all other countries and sup- 
port the peace lead of the S:viet Union, spokesman of 
the world’s laboring masses; and, lastly, educate the 
masses for the only final cure of war and exploitation, 
Socialism. The Social Democrats and other “labor 
leaders” who are seeking to enlist the workers on the 
side of the Allies arcund the will-o-the-wisp slogan of 
the “lesser evil,” are giving just one more illustration 
of the fact that they are agents of the capitalist class. 

Question—Why did Winston Churchill oppose the 
Munich pact? If he is against Russia, as you say, 
should he not have been for Munich? 

Answer—The Winston Churchill-Anthony Eden- 
Alfred Duff Cooper group, in their former opposition 
to Prime Minister Chamberlain, represented that sec- 
tion of the British capitalist class which first became 
convinced that Chamberlain's appeasement policy was 
a failure and that Hitler could not be induced, at least 
not fcr the time being, to send his legions against the 
powerful Soviet Union (while England stood aside and 
profited from the war), Churchill and his friends were 
quicker to see that for Great Britain to further its im- 
perialist interests it had to come to grips with Hitler. 
Hence their lack of enthusiasm for Chamberlain's ap- 
peasement policy, which was building up Hitler and 
the culmination of which was the infamous Munich 
sell-out. 

The Churchill people, however, were quite in agree- 
ment with Chamberlain's basic policy of trying to use 
the U. S. S. R. as a satspaw to pull British imperial- 
ism’s chestnuts out of the fire by involving the Soviet 
Union in a war against Germany. It was this latter 
plan, not a genuine international veace front, that they 
had in mind during the British-Soviet negotiations. 
The anti-Soviet attitude of the Churchill forces hag 
been clearly evidenced since the outbreak of the war 
by his denunciation and hostile actions against the 
Soviet Government. Long ago Lenin properly charac- 
terized Churchill when he said, “This man hates Soviet 
Russia with all his heart.”
